The  coins  described  in  this  catalog  are  all  the  property  of  the  Estate 
of  the  late  William  S.  Furst,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  the  sale  is  made  by 
order  of  the  Executors. 

Mr.  Furst  was  a well  known  Philadelphia  Lawyer  and  Churchman 
and  it  was  but  natural  that  his  numismatic  tastes  should  run  largely  to 
the  coins  of  Biblical  times  and  places.  His  collection  of  ancient  coins  is 
the  best  that  has  been  offered  in  this  country  in  several  years. 

The  collection  also  contains  some  very  fine  coins  in  the  English  series, 
choice  gold  coins  from  all  parts  of  the  world,  and  an  extensive  collection 
of  United  States  Half-Dollars.  In  cataloging  the  Half-Dollars,  it  has 
been  necessary  to  group  them  up  somewhat  owing  to  the  great  number 
contained  in  the  collection,  and  it  is  possible  that  some  lots  contain  dupli- 
cates, but  since  Mr.  Furst  was  a student  of  this  series,  and  a seeker  after 
die-varieties,  it  is  believed  the  number  of  duplications  is  negligible.
